It is understood the British Am- 
bassador here has reminded the Ger- 
man Foreign Minister of Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain’s recent declaration 
concerning the possibility of British 
intervention, 

It is emphasised that the Reich 
Government fully realises that Great 
Britrin may range herself on tho side 
of France, who herself Is bound by 
treaty obligations to defend .Czecho- 
Slovakia.

The Right Wing paper Le Jotir, 
reported scrious disorders in various 
towns in Loyniist Spain. 

Loynilst Spain has decided to pre- 
pare with great haste an “iron girdle” 
In the outskirts of Castellon de la 
Plana and ‘Valencia. 

In Almeria several hundred women 
marched through the streets shouting 
“Down with war.” Troops disparsed 
the women with drawn bayonets, 
wounding 30 of them. 

In Madrid and several other cities 
the mobilJsation of young men aged 
16 and 17 has caused the greatest 
Indignation among the population. 

A large gumber of persons  sus- 
pected of Insurgent sympathies have 
been xurrested and summarily shot tn 
Madrid, A special tribunal set up 
{n Madrid for treason trials pro- 
nounced the death sentence on 82 
persons during the lust few days 
and sentenced a number of others 
to long terms of prison. 

The paper also reports that the 
Basque member of the Catalan Gov- 
ernment, Senor Irujo, has offered his 
resignation because the Negrin Gov- 
ernment has forbidden the holding 
vf religious services in Barcelonn. 

The paper published reparts de 
scribing the hopeless sttuation of the 
43rd, Loyalist Division which. is 
completely surrounded by Insur- 
rents in the Pyrenees. The Division 
‘s expected to seck refuge in French 
territory within the next 49 hours,

LOYALISTS STRENGTHENED 


Hendaye, May 21.

STORY OF VICTIM 


Prague, May 21, 

Niklas Bochm, one of the Sudeten 
Germans shot at Eger, according toa 
report made by the Deputy for 
Eger, Dr, Koeliner; made the follow~ 
Ing statement after being taken to 
the Eger hospital yesterday morning 
nbout 4 o’clock in the morning: 

“Hoffman (the other Sudeten 
German shot) and I were riding at 
a moderate speed on Hoffman's 
motor cycle atong the Franzensbader 
Rond in the direction of Goldberg. 

“When we came to the border 
guards barracks, a shot was sudden- 
ly fired and both of us fell from the 
machine. 

“T saw nelther a policeman nor any 
kind of a warning signal nor did £ 
hear any cry.” 

On the wound received by Bochm, 
it would appear that both were kill- 
ed from behind. : 

The officer in charge of the guards 
barracks refused to hand over to Dr. 
Koellner the corpse of Hoffman which 
with the wounded Bochm had been 
taken into the barracks. 4 

The report then deals with the 
declaration made by the chief of 
police, Dr. Jock, to Dr. Kocllner to 
the effect that the pollee had for- 
bidden anybody to lenve the city at 
night by any kind of vehicle, con- 
sequently the police had acted in 
accordance with instructions. 

The report states that the popula- 
tion had not been informed of this 
and the streets had not, except in 
one case, been barricaded. It is, 
however, quite possible that in the 
darkness Hoffman had not seen the 
“Ealt” signal and owlng to the noise 
of the motor had not heard a 
challenge to stop. 

Experts declare that the shot was 
fired nt n distance of 15 to 20 paces 
but it is diMficult to belleve that a 
skilful police shot should hit the 
motorists in the back instead of 
thelr pneumatic tires at such a short 
distance.-—-Trans-Ocean.

OF TANKS | 


Both Sides 


Suffer Say 


Army Experts 


(By Grattan McGroarty) 
United Preas Staff Correspondent 


Washington. 

The Spanish Civil War has 
clearly demonstrated serious de- 
fects in Italian, German French 
and Russian military tanks, show- 
ing their extreme vulncrability to 
anti-tank gunfire and inability to 
overcome artificial obstacles, ac- 
cording to General Malin Craig, 
Chief of Staff of the United 
States Army. 

“The Natonalista have only lght 
tanks of German and Italian design, 
both under six tons In welght and 
with insuMicient armour,” Cralg told 
the committee, “The Itallan tanks 
are ornted ons very unsatisfactory. 
However, it It reported that the 
German light tank has given better 
service to the Natlonalists. 


“An n result of this combat test, 
improved models are being produced 
this year, and they will continue to 


be the principal weapon of the 
German armoured division, 


“On the government side, the cm- 
ployment of tanks is in its Infancy, 
In addition to some French Renault 
tunks, the government forces have 
Russlan Vickers Armstrong light 8! 
ton and medium 18-ton tanks, Both 
types are reported to have serious de- 
fects and to be vulnerable to anti- 
tunk gunfire. 


“The operations in Spialn have de- 
finitely shown that the Hght tanks 
there employed arc deficient in 
armour for the combat In which they 
are engaped. Weighting four to lx 
tons, and protected by armour from 
0.4 to 0.6 inch thick, they were 
vulnerable to anti-tank guns of even 
20 mm calibre, Their trench cross- 
Ing nbiilty wan Imited und they were 
casily stopped by small mines and 
uwrtificlal obstacles.” 


TANKS VULNERABLE 


Cralg stated that although = the 
Spanish Nationalists attalned some 
success with tanks in the carly days 
of the war against untrained guvern- 
ment militia, tanks have not played 
a major role in their victorics. 


“This is due probubly to the small 
number of tanks in Franco's »rmy 
and their vulnerability to obstacles 
and anti-tank gunfire,” he sald. “In 
the surprise advance from Siruenzu 
on Guadalafam tn March 10937, the 
Italian motorized columns are re- 
ported to have had 100 light tanks. 


“After an initial advance of 30 
miles, they were immobilized by 
washed-out bridges and deep mud 
resulting from heavy = rains. Being 
unsupported by infantry and artillery 
and unprotected -by aviation, they 
became an ecnusy target for the gov- 
ernment bombardment aviation. 


“In the Nationalist attack on Bilho, 
the rugged nature of the terrain pre- 
vented any great use of tanks. In 
the stabilized warfare now being 
found around Madrid, the best results 
are being obtained with the medium 
tank. Our military attache reports 
only four occasions when govern- 
ment tanks were employed in the 
strength of a battalion, 50 vehicles, 
usually with indifferent success.” 


Craig said reports on tank opcra- 
tions in China thus far have been 
very meagre, indicating that the 
Japanese have made little use of 
that arm in large numbers, He sold 
during operation in the Shanghai re~- 
gion mony tanks were used locally 
with success and contributed heavily 
to the assaults which caused the 
Chinese to withdraw toward Nank- 
ing. . 

In Jatter advances on Soochow and 
Nanking, he said, tanks were used In 
small numbers_ to cover the: ad- 
yance of infantry columns.  Cralg 
did not express an opinion regarding 
the strength or ’ military value of 
Japanese tanks, 


‘Light tanks developed by. the 
United States, he sald, have more 
speed and power than European 
tanks of the same type. 


“Nevertheless,” he contlaued, “in 
those that remain to be delivered we 
shall {ncreuse ormour protection at 
the expense of speed.” i 


He sald it was “very important”

BRITISH ARMY TEST 
OF AIR TRANSPORT 


Pans are now being made for the 
transport by alr of a Battallon of 
the Coldstream Guards from Lon- 
don to Catterick Comp, Yorkshire— 
a distunce of 233 miles. 

It will be the frst time for the 
Army to make use of the air in such 
man extensive manner. 

According to present arrangements, 
the Ist. Bn. Coldstream Guards, 
which js stationed at Chelsea, will fly 
to Cattericl on June 3.

Advisers To Be 
Withdrawn: No 
More Munitions 


It is learned from impec- 
cable sources that all Ger- 
man military advisers to the 
Chinese Government are 
being withdrawn, and that 
Germany will supply no 
further munitions to China. 

Confirmation of this report 
was not forthcoming from the 
German and Japanese consulates 
in Hongkong when the Telegraph 
made enquiries, but there is good 
reason to believe that the re- 
port is true. 

It iy stated that this action is 
being taken by Germany in view 
of its friendly relations with 
Japan. 

The same report hes been cir- 
culated more than once since 
Japan signed the Anti-Comintern 
Pact, and subsequently denicd. 

Chier of the German advisers to 
Gencralismo Chiang Kai-shek, is 
General von Kalkenhausen, who has 
with him o staff of German military 
experts, which Includes three other

CHIEF ARMS SUPPLIER

Most of these armaments were sent 
via Hongkong. . 

If Germany cuts off this vital 
source of supply to China, the 
effect may bo disastrous In her war 
arainst Japan.

COLONY RESIDENTS 
SIGN RENT PETITION 


Seek To Stop Forcible 
Ejection Of Tenants 


A petition, signed by 1,344 residents of Hongkong and 
Kowloon, “praying for relief from the prevailing conditions 
arising out of the serious housing shortage in the Colony,” 
has been despatched to the Colonial Secretary, Hon. 
N. L. Smith for the attention of H. E. the Governor. 


Mr. J. P. Braga, a former member of the Legislative 
Council, has received an acknowledgment of the petition, “to 
which a reply will be forwarded in due course.” 


Y. 


Briefly, the petitioners re- 


quest His Excellency: 


“(a) To direct the promulgation at 
the carllest possible date of 
such emergency regulations 
with legistative force as will 
stop the forceful eviction of 
tenants; : 

To ilmit rents of domestic 
premises during the present 
emergency; and 

To concede such other and 
urgent relief as Your Excel- 
icncy may be advised should 
be granted and as the pre- 
vailing conditlons render 
necessary.” 


In forwarding the petition, Mr. 
Braga wrote: “Praylng for reilef 
from the prevaillng conditions which 
have been brought about by the con- 
tinuous Influx of refugees into the 
Colony during the past few months. 
... . Had it not been for 
the fact that the urgency of 
the matter calls for an carly 
submission of the petitloners’ re- 
presentations to His Excellency, a 
much Jarger number of signatures 
might have been obtalned. It was 
with a view to obviating any dclay 
that Iand my co-signatories have 
deemed it expedient to forward the 
petition with “the number of signn- 
tures which St bears, all of which 
were obtained during the past three 
days. On behalf of my co-signatorics 
I desire to express the hope that His 
Excellency might be pleased to grant 
the ‘petition his sympathetic consider- 
ation.” 


THE PETITION 


The petition itself states that the 
signatories are residents of the 
Colony, who contribute, directly or 
indirectly, to its taxes. A direct con- 
sequence of the Slno-Japanese hos- 
tilities was the continuous influx of 
refugecs into Hongkong and an in- 
ailstent growIng demund on the hous- 
ing? accommodation.

Such intrigues, he adds, result in 
political proteges being appointed 
qwho do not knew cyen onc of the 
oMeial lnanguages—Engllsh — and 
French. Other officials have to be 
attached to them to enable them to 
transact thefr business! 

Political appointments have been 
made carrying salaries up to £5,000 
a year for which no work existed.” 

Mr. Johnson's description of the 
desperate attempts of such officials 
to justify their existence when 
discovered like toads under o stone 
hy a Commission of Inquiry makes 
very funny reading, 

Mr. Johnson hus -plenty te say 
nbout the selection of Geneva as the 
seat of the ‘League. Politically, 
economically, and geographically he 
considers Geneva unsuitable. 

KEEPS IDEALS 

In spite of his many disillustons 
Mr, Johnsen still believes firmly in 
the Ideals of the League. 

A workable League, however, in 
his optnion can only be founded on

Chengchow, May 23. 

Chincse guerilla forces operating in 
south Hopel have recaptured Sic 
hsten, sixty miles west of Tsan 
chow, and are rapidly advancing 
eastward towards the Tlentsin-Pukow 
Railway, according, to a. military 
despatch. 

Along the Pelping-Hankow Railway 
front, Chinese guerillas, after bes 
Ing Puoting for severnt days, suc- 
ceeded Jn occupying Nankwan on the 
southern outskirts of the cily. 

Severe fighting with the Japanese 
garrison Inside Paotlng is now Tog- 
ing, and many of the Invaders have 
been made captive, 

For over 100 miles between Paoting 
and Sinlo, most of the railway tracks 
have been damaged by the Chinese 
forces.—Central News. 


Chingse Advancing 


Toward Hofei 


Liunan, Many 23. 

In thelr drive towards Hofci, 
Chineso troops have been rushed 
there to stem their advance. 

Following recent Japanese = re- 
verses on the Mengcheng-Kaoyang 
sector along the Ko River, Japancse 
planes have subjected the villages 
there to severe bombardments. Ten 
Japanese machines yesterday raided 
iCoyang, rozing many houses In the 
city.

It is estimated that in the vicinity 
of Menghsien, ~the Japanese forces 
number 800 infantry, 400 cavalry and 
300 artillery with five heavy guns.—

recaptured Haiyen on the castern 
const of Cheklang near the mouth of 
the Hangchow Bay.

Numerous 
structures, Including many govern 
ment buildings, now lie in shambles. 

Over 120 civilians were murdered 
by the enemy. Countless others 
were rendered homeless.

Canada ore 
sympathetle with China in her pre- 
sent resistance against Japan, accord- 
Ing to Mr, Frank H. Lathe, Canodian 
representative of the World Student 
Assoctatton, who arrived here from 
Hongkong yesterday by plane with 
Miss Molly Yard, American = re- 
presentative of the same organisation. 

Mr. Lathe said that committees for 
the support of China against Japan 
have been formed in all large cities 
In Canada since the outbreak of the

Canadian sympathy is further 
manifested by the nationwide boycott 
against Japanese goods and the fund 
ralsing campaigns for the purchase 
of medicine for Chinese wounded 
soldiers, he sald. 

According to Miss Yard, more than 
1,000,000 college students In the 
United States walked out from their 
universities Inst January ns a pro- 
test against Japanese {nvasion in 
Chinn.

Crisis has followed crisis in 
the past few months, but there 
has not been a single instance 
where the situation was more 
fraught with menace than that 
existing at this moment. The 
danger lies in the pledges given 
by various Governments. 
Hitler hns sworn to defend any 
persons of German blood against 
death at the hands of persecu- 
tors, no matter where they are. 
If any incident cnuses a serious 
clash between the Sudeten Ger- 
mans and the Czecho-Slovakians, 
therefore, Herr Hitler is bound 
to intervene, If his troops 
cross the Czecho-Slovakian 
frontier, those powers who have 
signed defensive alliances with 
the Czechs are sure to march. 
Both France and Russia are 
bound to assist’ the’ Czechs. 
Obviously, a false move at this 
juncture may bring about pre- 
cisely the same 
occurred in 1914, with Russia 
and France tackling Germany 
from the east and west, und 
Britain hesitant. As for the 
‘British Government, much will 
depend upon developments. 
Britain is not pledged to defend 
Czecho-Slovakia. But she . is 
pledged to Belgium and France. 
It ig almost inevitable that she- 
would align herself with France. 

However, the situation is by 
no means hopeless. The chief 
soluce may be found in the fact 
that all Governments are appar- 
ently striving, with all sincerity, 

{to dissolve the crisis whch has 
erystalised since the two Sude- 
ten German farmers were shot on 
the Czech border.

Ere 
long we were to see—most of 
us—those other fields. where 
steel and flame and mounded 
ruin made inferno and men in 
khaki moved with quiet purpose 
among the still figures that lay 
on the earth, supplicating arms 
raised to the heavens, 

Strange initiation. It was so 
much alike—so much worse 
than the reality; it blunted the 
edge of horror. There was no 
sound now, no weeping or wail- 
ing, no cries for help, stifled as 
the creeping flames passed on. 
It had happened; it had ended. 
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pus great, writhen mon- 
sters that were trains 
lay spent, amashed, fantastically 
up-ended across the track. Rail- 
way men, soldiers, farm workers, 
everybody, anybody, were work- 
ing ant-like, slowly, laboriously, 
hopelessly, it seemed, among 
the splintered ruin, to reach the 
dead—the dying.
